depth of foundatioes in bridges and other contingencies, it will perhaps be 
concluded that a considerable addition must be made to the amouat of former 
estimates, in cousideration of these contiogencies. Such a conclusion, how- 
ever, would be erroneous, and an additional six months’ observation tends to 
confirm the accuracy of the estimate of the cost of the works (without rela- 
tion to land or stations), which was submitted in February last.’

WYRE RAILWAY AND HARBOUR. 


The promoters of this work have recently cooducted their operations with 
all possible spirit and activity. We understand that henceforward a force 
will be brought upon the works adequate to the completion of the line in the 
ensuing summer, The embankment across the sauds up to the harbour, at 
Fleetwood, is in active progress, and a considerable length is already nearly 
finished, which, notwithstanding the late stormy and rainy weather, has sus 
tained little or no injury. Several new buildings are in the course of erection, 
at Fleetwood, among which are two or three pudlic edifices. At the mouth 
of the harbour, nearly 800 men are employed, under the superintendence of 
Captain Denham, in cutting away a small triangular poiat of sand, which at 
present narrows materially the immediate channel, a kind of strait, between 
the sea and the main body of the water constituting the harboar. In connec- 
tion with this work, workmen are also employed in cutting off a connecting 
stream between a lower part of the harbour and the sea—thus forcing the 
whole body of the water, and a portion of the tidal water, to flow in one cur- 
rent, which, if accomplished, will answer the double purpose of scouring the 
chanael from the mouth of the harbour to the sea, and of acquiring an in- 
creased supply of water, constantly available for vessels entering or going 
out of the harbour. If this point be guined, it will add importantly to the 
utility and value of the haven. The directors have commenced the erection 
of a dredging vessel, for the purpose of scouring the harbour when necessary, 
and of removing the small shoals of sand which intercept here and there the 
free navigation. A number of excellent punts are already made, and a steam 
tug is in constant readiness for towing vessels entering the harbour, whea a 
tug is required, and also for assisting ia the various improvements carrying 
forward for extending the capabilities of the bay, as a port for large vessels. 
Sir Hesketh Fleetwood is giving indefatigable attention to the construction 
of the different works comprised in the undertaking, and is sparing neither 
pains, labour, nor expense, in order to the successful accomplishment of the 
entire project. We had the opportunity of visiting Fleetwood the other day, 
aod were much struck with the beauty and excellence of the plans laid down, 
for the erection of the intended town. If completed according to the present 
designs, it will, beyond all doubt, be one of the most uniform, well-built, and 
elegant towns in the kingdom. So far, however, as the existing plans ex- 
tend, it will be, by no means, an important town as to size. When we were 
down, there was a vessel of between seven and cight huudred tons barthen 
| floating in the harbour, at low water. Woe had pot the means of ascertainin 
whether the harbour is capable of accommodatiog simultaneously cneall 
such vessels.— Prestoa Chronicle. 

















THE MANCHESTER AND LEEDS RAILWAY. 


In whatever respect this line is considered, its importance is very obvious. It 
not only connects two of the largest towns in the British empire, but a large 
number of populous iatermediate places ; and it is no wild exaggeration to as- 
sert as probable, that there are, within three miles of each side of the entire line, 
a million of human beings, chiefly deriving their subsistence by manufactures, 
to whose prosperity quickaess and certainty of transit are essential. This 
line forms a complete link of communication, from the westere to the eastern 
shores of the island ; and by uniting with the great eastera line from London 
to Edinburgh, aad by its janction with the North Midland, and its connec- 
tion south with Birmingham, Derby, Nottingham, Xc., north, by the York 
and North Midiand Line, with York, Durham, Newcastle-upon-Iyne, Xc., 
south-east to Selby and Hull, it creates an easy access to almost every im- 
portant portion of the kingdom, hitherto excluded from the advantages of 
steam locomotive intercourse. The following estimate of the amount of 
traffic, betwixt Manchester and Halifax, was made in 1831 :——Nuamber of 
passengers, 3000 per week ; general merchandise carried by laad, 7000 tons 
per week ; corn, 900 tous per week ; coal, iron, and stome, 6000 tous per 
week-—making « total of 14,000 tons per week. The system of rte ot ned 
and delivering passenger tickets on this live is peculiar aad ingenious. The 
tickets for cach class, aad each station, are wolike, and have cach particular 
marks, _— they are instantly known: as, for example, thoee tickets for 
towards Manchester bear, as an embiem, a bale of cotton; aad those for to- 
wards Leeds, the figure ofa fleece and other devices, such as colours allusive 
to the rival roses of Lancaster and York. The tickets are impressed with a 
progressive pumber, by a curious printing machine ; and when issued, with 
the sumber of the train, mooth, and day of the month, by another singular 
bat simple lostrument: and there are other admirable methods for facilita- 
ting the bookieg and regulation of agers. These useful contrivances 
have been inveated by Mr. Edmoadson, clerk at the Maachester station. 
Average nua ber of passengers daily, 2600.

LOCOMOTIVE EXCAVATOR, 


M. Gervais, a manufacturer of Caen, and a member of the Superior Coun - 
cil of Commerce, has lately presented to the Academy of Sciences a small 
model of a locomotive excavator (Terassier Locomoteur). This machine 
may be acefully employed in the excavation of cavals and formation of rail- 
roads; but from the want of strength in its construction, it seems at present 
suitable only to an alluvial soil. A force of steam of from two te three -borse 
power is required to work it; it clears a space cight feet (2m. 50) wide, and 
2ft. Sin, (Om. 70) deep, aod advances 1 ft. Sin. (Om. 38) a minute. Thus, 
in twenty-four hours it completes 1800 feet 47m. 20) in length; having 
cleared out 9950 cubic feet (1000 cuble metres) of earth, which is levelled as 
regularly o@ each bank as it could be done by the hands of men. The ex- 
pense in twenty-four hours cannot exceed 40 francs. The clearing of a cu- 
ble metre of earth, therefore, costs about 4 centimes. If we compere this 
with the price avually paid, the advantage of the invention is evident; but 
this is nothing in comparison with the advantages which we may eapect to 
derive from the great saving of manual |abour, and from the rapid increase of 
works so beacficial to the industry of the country. 

The inveator’s first idea was to employ mea ia levelling all occasional ele- 
vations beyond fifiees joches (Om. 40,, but it wns found less expensive to 
employ the machine used in cutting railroads.

ANOTHER DISTRICT TO BE ADDED TO ENGLAND. 

A great estuary, called the Wash, separates Norfolk from Lincoln on 
the sea-coast. Stimalated by the quantities of land formerly gained from 
the sea in the same neighbourhood, it is now proposed to form a company 
to recover 150,000 acres, partly on the Lincoln and partly on the Nu rfolk 
Tn this neighbourhood the rivers Ouse, Nene, Welland, and Wi-

“ The measure now in contemplation was suggested by the success which 
bas already attended several other works of a similar nature upon the adjoin- 
ing coasts, by which many thousand acres have been rescued from the over- 
flowing of the sea, aod couverted into arable and pasture lands of exceileat 

uality. 
re Not to mention the embankment of the river Nene below Wisbeach, and 
the valuable land, now under cultivation, which a few years ago formed the 
channel of the Ouse above Lynn, and other works of a recent date and upon 
a more limited scale, it is kaowa that the rich aad extensive alluvial plains of 
marsh land in Norfolk, and those in the adjoining covaty of Lincoln, were for- 
merly a part of the same estuary, and have beea reclaimed by embankments, 





commeucing in the time of the Romans. These inst are ed as af- 
fording the most satisfactory assurances of the practicability of the present 
undertaking, and of the extraordinary fertility and value of the soil which 


might be thereby added to the territory and agricultural resources of the 
empire. 

«! Stimulated by the encouragement derived from these sources, and deeply 
impressed by the inestimable national and private benefits which would ac- 
crue from the accomplishment of this magnificent enterprise, the promoters 
have caused sarveys to be made, and also plans and estimates to be prepared, 
by Sir John Rennie and other competent persoas, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the practicability of the work, the expense of carrying it into execu- 
tion, the time required for its completion, and, especially whether the value 
of the land, when recovered, would be sufficient to yield an adequate return 
for the capital expended. 

** The result of these inquiries has more than realised the most sanguine 
anticipations of the promoters. It appears by the report of Sir John Rennie, 
that the whole quantity of recoverabie laod consists of 200,000 acres, of 
which the greater part of 15,000 acres may be recovered at the cost of 12/. 
per acre; whilst the remainder, being at a greater distance from the land, 
will require an outlay of from 14/. to 15/. per acre. It has also been satis- 
factorily shown by the reports of land valuers of great local knowledge and 
experience, that the average value of the fee-simple of the land, when re- 
covered, cannot be estimated at less than 40/. per acre. 

* Tn regard to the time of completion, it is necessary to state that it is not 
intended to proceed to an immediate embankment of the land ; the very emi- 
nent engineer under whose superintendence the works will be executed, has 
clearly demoustrated the inexpedience of excluding the sea-water before the 
jaad has beea warped, or covered with a certain quantity of alluvial deposit ; 
for, independently of the benefits to be derived from raising the surface to a 
higher level, it is obvious that the fertility and consequent value of the land 
recovered, must necessarily depend upoo the quantity of alluvial matter with 
which it is covered. 

** To those who are unacquainted with the subject of warping, it may, per- 
haps, appear to be a long and tedious process. It is true, that in general 
the accumulation of alluvial deposit, where it is left to the unaided opera 
tions of Nature, advances very slowly; but where it is assisted by judicious 
artificial means, it proceeds with a rapidity scarcely to be credited by those 
who have not had an opportunity of witnessing its progress. Still it is 
evident, that the successful result, evea of the most approved and scientific 
methods of warping, must depend upon the quaatity of allavion which can be 
made available for that purpose, Now, it is well known that the estuary 
called the Wash abounds with, or, technically speaking, bolds in suspension, 
a very large proportion of rich alluvial matter; and it has been ascertained, 
by repeated experiments, that a quantity sufficient to cover the whole of the 
150,000 acres proposed to be recovered, may be procured within a compara. 
tively short period of time. It is important to observe, that out of these 
150,000 acres, about 90,000 acres are, at the present time, left wholly us. 
covered by the sea at low water. 

* The recovery of the whole of this land might be greatly accelerated by 
judicious artificial measures ; the operation of which bas been very strikingly 
exemplified during the present summer in the old Nene estuary, where, by 
means of a jetty, erected on the recommendation of Sir John Renale, the 
land has beea warped up more than a foot within the very short period of one 
month. 

‘To understand the effect produced by artificial modes of warping, as 
compare! with natural means, it is to be observed, that where the sea is left 
in its natural state, any very considerable deposit of the matter held in sus- 
pension is prevented by the continual agitation of the water, and conse 
quently the alluvial soil is carried backwards and forwards by the influx and 
efflux of the tides; whereas, by the erection of jetties, and the other means 
adopted by skilful engineers, the current of the tides is checked, and still 
water produced ; the necessary consequence of which is, that a large pro- 
portion of the suspended matter subsides and deposits itself before the re- 
flux of the tide. 

** The Crown, as owner of the soi! of thejland jotended to be recovered, in 
consideration of the great national advantages arising from the vadertaking, 
has ceded its lerritorial rights to the company, reserving only @ gross pay- 
ment of | per cent. upoo the capital expended. 

** For the present it is intended to limit the undertaking to the reeovery of 
150,000 acres. This will require an expenditure of 2,000,000, 

‘* The capital of the company will be 2,000,000/., divided into 20,000 shares 
of 1001. each, upon which a deposit of 5/. per share is to be made immedi. 
ately; but no further deposit will be required until an Act of Parliament 
(for which application will be made ia the next session) has been obtained, 
for incorporating the company, and conferring upon it the necessary powers."

It is sometioncs used for salting cheese, 
bat principally for fish, bref, and pork. There appears te be some scoret | 
im the prowess, whech the manufacturers are anwilling to disclose , but it 
\s certain, that the use of the Dutch salt is one of the couses of the sweet 
and dcbcisas flavour of Dutch butter, which hardly tastes of salt, or rather 
ef that send qaalty which Ube seuriste aod of megaess pervading | 
er common salt impart to our butter, Considering how important an 
artecke salt te, it ts rether remarkable that, though chemistry hes advanced 
te such perfection, no change has taken place in the mode of making it | 
for several centuries. The lete Earl of aan Oe Comte, OF 
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the Rev. James Hendrick, projowd important improvements in this 
mana sctere, but they soem never to have been adopted. — Royel Corn.
